The  Church  Library  Association  was  organized  in  the 
spring  of  1879  by  a  number  of  the  clergy  and  laity  resident  in 
Cambridge,  Mass.,  with  the  purpose,  as  expressed  in  its  Con¬ 
stitution,  “to  examine  books  with  reference  to  their  fitness  for 
Sunday-school  and  Parish  Libraries  in  the  Episcopal  Church, 
and  to  publish  lists  of  such  books  as  it  can  recommend. ”  It 
consists  of  about  forty  ladies  and  gentlemen,  communicants  of 
the  Church,  who  are  divided  into  reading  committees  of  not 
less  than  eight  members  each.  Every  book  presented  for  con¬ 
sideration  is  read  by  each  member  of  a  committee,  who  must 
give  a  written  opinion  regarding  it.  If  a  majority  of  these 
opinions  are  favorable,  the  book  is  then  brought  before  the 
monthly  meeting  of  the  Association,  the  opinions  are  read,  and 
a  discussion  is  held  upon  the  merits  of  the  work.  A  vote  is 
then  taken ;  and  if  one  fourth  of  the  members  present  object  to 
the  book,  it  fails  to  be  placed  upon  the  list.  It  has  been  found 
practically  that  about  one  third  of  the  books  examined  are 
approved  finally.  The  clergy  of  Cambridge  constitute  a  com¬ 
mittee  of  advice  upon  doctrinal  antf  learned  works. 
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The  Association  revised  and  brought  up  to  date  all  the 
lists  they  had  issued,  and  printed  a  catalogue  in  Advent  1900, 
covering  the  whole  twenty-two  years’  work.  This  catalogue 
is  conveniently  classified,  all  books  out  of  print  were  taken 
off  and  new  publishers  and  prices  were  given,  thus  making  it 
valuable  to  all  who  are  purchasing  for  libraries.  Copies  of 
this  book  may  be  had  by  sending  twenty-five  cents  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Association. 

The  present  list  comprises  all  the  titles  of  books  read  and 
approved  since  the  printing  of  the  last  catalogue,  covering 
the  work  of  two  years.  No  charge  is  made  for  these  lists,  but 
they  are  an  expense  to  the  Association,  which  is  a  purely 
voluntary  one,  and  postage  stamps  should  be  sent  to  cover 
cost  of  mailing.  Contributions  are  also  invited  to  defray, 
expenses.  The  Secretary  is  often  asked  what  sum  should  be 
sent.  That  must  be  left  to  the  discretion  of  the  persons  re¬ 
ceiving  the  lists ;  but  if  each  who  applied  were  to  remit  ten 
cents,  the  burden  which  now  rests  on  the  Association  in  pro¬ 
viding  these  lists  would  be  greatly  lessened. 

The  prices  given  are  the  Publishers'1  advertised  prices  of  the 
date  when  the  Catalogue  was  drawn  up  j  but  they  are  always 
liable  to  change ,  and  are  subject  to  discount ,  except  where  net 
'price  is  given .
